FREE SPEECH IN 
WISCONSIN UNIVERSITY. 


Mrs. Bertrand Russell was not given permission 
to speak in a school hall at the University of Wis- 
consin. The university was then accused of 
‘Prejudice and illiberality in denying the right to 
free speech. Much of the attack was directed 
at President Frank, who has replied that the 
issue was not involved. The question was one of 
propriety. 

Mrs. Russell was to speak on companionate 
marriage and sex relations. Her writings have 
indicated her views. When the question reached 
Mr. Frank his advice was against such a discus- 
tion before the mixed audience of a co-educational 


liberalism was inconsistent with “at least a 
minimum sense of propriety.” - 
People disagree as to taboos, finding some unin- 
telligent and others essential. Mrs. Russel] re- 
gards many sex taboos as damaging or silly, but 
most people without considering their intelligence 
impaired are content to accept propriety as one 
of the controls of life.

GETTING RID OF T. B. 
IN CATTLE. 
history of tuberculosis in cows 

in the island of Guernsey has some 

lessons for us.. Dr. E. J. Laine 

says that 30 or more years ago the 
dairy cattle on the island were free from 
tuberculosis. Repeated testing done on 
}the island showed none. When Guern- 
sey cattle were imported into the United 
States they were never found to be 
tubercular. All of this was too good 
to last. 
Farmers stopped testing. Prize cattle 
were sent to the fairs. Dr. Laine says 
they “came back with prizes but also 
with tuberculosis.” 
One bright morning the breeders of the 
island awakened to the fact that they 
again had to fight tuberculosis in their 
herds. They passed a drastic law. This 
law required tuberculfh testing and the 
killing of reactors. All animals that are 
moved about are held in quarantine 
under observation for four months,

Dr. Laine says they have found that 
the prevalence of human tuberculosis 
has risen and fallen with that of tuber- 
culosis in cows, Now that they feel 
that they have brought tuberculosis of 
cows under control they are applying the 
same methods to the control of Johne's 
disease, a disorder of cows that seems 
to be at least a cousin to tuberculosis. 

The problem of getting rid of the 
tuberculosis in cows seems to be more 
difficult in Europe than it is in America. 
No mainland European country has tried 
the slaughter of all reactors. In Den- 
mark, they make considerable use of the

WHAT CAUSES SNORING? 


M. D. writes: 1. Please explain what 
pigeon breast is, and the cause. Why is 
there no cure? 

2. Can you tell me the cause of people

REPLY. 3 
1. Pigeon breast is a deformity in which 
the chest is deep from before, back and 


narrow from side to side. The breast bone 
frequently projects as in the breast of a 
pigeon. Oh the other hand, in some cases 
of chest deformity the breast bone is die 
placed backwarti instead of forward. ‘The 
usual cause is rickets. 

The reason treatment is 8o unsatisfactory 
is because the bones are set, and there is 
no way to straighten them and hold them 
straight without interfering with breathing. 

2. Snoring is caused by vibration of the 
soft palate, or lips, or both. Mouth breath- 
ing is the cause. When the relaxed soft 
palate hangs between one current of air 
through the nose and another through the 
mouth, it is apt to start vibrating.

KRESGE’S ANTI-SALOON GIFT. 

{The Milwaukee (Wis.) Journal.] 
Bishop Nicholson, president of the Anti-Saloon 
league, gives the league's stand on Mr. Kresge’'s gift 
of $500,000 when he describes it as a “ purely business 
proposition.” That is his answer to Representative 
Boylan’s challenge to the league not te accept for 
its purposes a gift by a man recently convicted of 
immorality. Mr. Kresge, the bishop indicates, thinks 
prohibition is good for the 5 and 10 cent store busi- 
ness. The league is @n organization concerned in 
maintaining prohibition. As president of the leagué,# 
then, and not as a church official, Bishop Nicholson 
would accept it. 
Bvery one must see that here is a useful contribu- 
tion to public understanding of the league. It is a 
political machine concerned in the politics of prohi- 
bition. That it began in a moral revulsion against 
the saloon, that it got its growth and strength 
through the churches, doesn’t mean that it is con- 
cerned now with moral questions—either the morals 
of its contributors or of the men it supports for office. 
It will take money from churches, since churches 
generally ve in prohibition. It will take money 
from Mr. . for Mr. Kresge is willing to con- 
tribute. It will support Frank Smith of Illinois, for 
it ts assured that Mr. Smith would vote as it directed. 
Some “ impractical " men will believe that the Anti- 
Saloon league ought not to solicit money from 
churches and accept Mr. Kreage’s money. But the 
Anti-Saloon league is practical; it is interested in 
what it can do with.a dollar and not where the dollar 
came from. Its business is to control politics, As a 
bishop, Dr. Nicholson doubtless reprehends the show- 
ing of Mr. Kresge's morais.

Tonight in the Coliseum here Lewis 
defeated Joe Stecher of Dodge, Neb., 
two out of three falls in the presence 
of 6,000 men and. women, who paid 
about $60,000 for the show. 

Lewis won the first fall in 2 hours 
16 minutes and 40 seconds with a com- 
bination head lock and bar arm. 
Stecher took the second fall in 1 min- 
ute and 18 seconds with a double wrist 
lock and cross body lock. Then the 
Strangler won the third and deciding 
fall in 12 minutes and 60 seconds with 
a double wrist lock and body bar. 

It Looked Honest. —
